At  Urbana  a  total  of  202  beginning  freshmen  were  admitted  directly  from  secondary  schools  in  contrast  ti 
299  admitted  a  year  ago,  a  decrease  of  97,  or  32.44  percent.   At  the  Chicago  Circle,  186  beginning  freshmen 
were  admitted  this  year,  a  decrease  of  495,  or  72.69  percent,  from  681  admitted  a  year  ago.   Of  the  beginnii 
freshmen  admitted  this  year  at  Urbana,  51.87  percent  were  from  the  highest  quarter  in  contrast  to  41.43  a 
year  ago.   This  year  86.10  percent  were  from  the  upper  half,  compared  to  70.71  percent  last  year.   At  the 
Chicago  Circle,  30.34  percent  came  from  the  highest  quarter  as  against  53.32  percent  a  year  ago  and  65.73 
percent  were  from  the  upper  half  as  compared  to  83.98  percent  last  year.
